emporium of trade in South China, -With 
the completion of the first branch. of the 
line there. was 4 reiteration of the olarms 
made’ in a section of ‘the local Press, 
Holding,.as we do, the ‘opinion that trade 
follows the flag and that Hongkong is 
peculiarly situated to capture the commerce 
of this most important province of the great 
Celestial Kingdom, we controverted the view 
expressed by one of our contemporaries in 
an article attributing to the delay in the 
commencement of the railway to. link 
Kowloon with the Southern capital, the 
danger that threatened the commercial 
supremacy of Hongkong. We then. cx 
pressed ourselves that any alarmist view of 
an imaginary prospective competitor to 
Hongkong, when expressed in public print, 
was to be deprecated. We based our opinion 
on. substantial grounds.. “We believe that, 
keen as our American cousins are in the 
matter of trade, British tenacity’ of purpose 
and British determination, in spite of the 
apparent apathy ascribed to the nation, will 
hold’ its own in any department of com- 
merce, where neither fear nor favour |, 
operates to the detriment of ‘our interests. 
The Consular report on the trade of Wuchow 
for last year, which reached us by the 
English mail yesterday, supports our con- 
tention that Hongkong enjoys the unique 


and unassailable position for serying as the: 


gateway, as it were, of the riverine ports 
along the entire Jength of the West 
River, as far as Nanning. "Once ‘rapid, 
safe and cheap steam transit is firmly 
established on this iat waterway,”” says 
the Acting Consul, H. H. Fox, "I 
consider Hongkong’s vection as the em: 
‘| porium for the trade of South-west China | 
will be unassailable.” This,. then, is our 
reason: for again ‘alluding .to the  mis- 
taken idea as to the possibility of a rival 
to the Colony following the opening 
up of. China by’a net work of railroads. 
And in saying so we do not lose sight of the 
statement, made in the Consular Teport, to 
the eflect that it is the legitimate ambition of 
our'neighbours in Tonkin to divert the trade 
of Yunnan and Kweichow into French ter. 
ritory, to make Hanoi and Haiphong, not 
Canton and Hongkong, the distributing 
centres for foreign goods in South China. 
We recognise with Mr. Scott, that when 
their projected railway system is completed 
the Tonkin route will prove a serious com: 
petitor to the West River route. As he 
points out, it is obviously to the interest of 
the Chinese Government to attract trade to 
the river as much as possible, and this, he 
says, can be done by facilitating the safe 
transport of merchandise through | the 
Kwangsi province and lightening taya- 
tion along the principal waterways, A Point 
that he impresses on shipping companies in 
Hongkong is that, to this end, they. should 
use their best endeavours to secure and ex- 
ploit the carrying trade of the West River, 
even as far as‘Nanhing. That money 
is to be made on the waterway is in- 
stanced by the tact that all the’ small 
steamers engaged in the Hongkong cargo 
trade did well in 1903, and also by ‘reason 
of the steady development of steam ‘traffic; 
both on the lower and upper rivers, Now 
that British-owned ‘steamers can, fly the 
British flag. on condition. that they carry a 
certificated master, Mr. Scott sees no reason 
why.at Teast four steamers running between 
the port and ‘this Colony should ‘not take 
out a British register. .No doubt, this fact 
will be borne in.miind by the shipping com- 
panies here, principal of whori are advised 
to, combine the’ Kongmoon and , Wuchow 
services.
